MANY SUPPLIES SHIPPED. . 


“Since the beginning of the present 
war,” the letter said, “the 2 
Red Cross has invited contributions 
ot money and supplies with which to 
aid the wounded and suffering of 
all the belligerents. We have shipped 
to the Red Cross societies of each 
belligerent hospital supplies contrib- 
uted to us for that purpose. We 
have found no difficulty in sendi 
such articles to Entente allies. we 
have had to obtain permits from 
Great Britain for the shipments to 
the Red Cross of the central powers. 

Until September, 1915, there was 
substantially no delay in the grant- 
ing of these permits by Great Brit- 

Since that time we have had 
much difficulty in securing the per- 
mits, and the supplies have ac- 
cumulated in our warehouse in 


| Brooklyn. A permit was granted for 


only one shipment since that time 
in January of this year. 

“Through your department we are 
now in receipt of a communication 
from the British government an- 
nouncing that it does not intend to 
permit any further shipment, un- 
less it is a shipments to our hospital 
unita, in a territory of the central 
powers. This exception amounts to 
no concession, for the reason that 
as the British government was ad- 
vised in August last, after the first 
of October, for lack of funds, we 
were able to maintain no hospital 
units in any of the belligerent 
‘countries, 

“The authorities of the American 
Red Cross believe that under the 
Geneva convention, the United States 
has the treaty right to insist that 
articles serving exclusively to aid the 
the form of 
hospital. supplies, shipped by the 
American Red Cross to the Red 
Cros of the central powers, shall 
not be declared contraband, but hal 
be allowed safe conduct to their des- 
tination. 

The reasons for this view of the 
obligation of Great Britain under 
the Geneva convention of 1906 were 
set forth in a communication by the 
undersigned to His Excellency, the 
British Ambassador, under date of 
December 30, 1915, and a copy of 
this was transmitted to your depart- 
ment. We are now in receipt of a 
communication from your depart- 
ment, enclosing a dispatch from the 
British government in which it def- 
initely withdraws its consent for the 
shipment of such articles by the 
American Red Cross, and thus in ef- 
fect announces its purpose to treat 
them as contraband of war. 

The reason as given by the Brit- 
ish government for this canclusion in 
the dispatch of March 22 is that 
while it had consented to exempt 
from treatment as contraband of 
war, articles serving exclusively to 
aid the sick and wounded, and com- 
ing within the description contained 
in 9 of the Declaration of 
London, and expressed that 
willingness to the Spanish Ambas- 
sador, with a view to its communica- 
tion to the central powers, nine 
months had passed since that com- 
munication and no definite communi- 
cation had been received from the 
German, Austrian or Turkish gov- 
ernment on the subject of these lists. 

“In view of the fact that the Ger- 
man government did not consent to 
a reciprocal course on October 15, 
1915, in respect to article 29 and 
that fact was communicated to the 
British Foreign Office, as we are 
advised by the British Ambassador 
at Washington, we venture to hope 
that the conclusion of the British 
government was based on a miscon- 
ception and that when the matter is 
called to its attention a change in 
this policy may be had.”

With such a provision the ex- 
clusion legislation would not apply 
to Japanese laborers, whose emigra- 
tion to the United States is prevent- 
ed by Japan under the terms of 
the “gentlemen's agreement.” 
Acting upon this recommendation 
the House Committee on Immigra- 
tion framed the bill so as to exclude 
“Hindus and persons who cannot be- 
come eligible under existing laws to 
become citizens of the United States 
by naturalization, unless otherwise 
provided for by existing agreements 
as to parts, or by existing 
treaties, conventions, or agreements, 


or b conventions, or agree- 
2 that may entered 
nto.” 


Before the committee favorably 
reported the bill to the House, the 
State Department was asked if there 
were any reasons for regarding this 
provision illegal, improper or unwise. 
The State Department raised no ob- 
jection whatsoever, and the provision, 
therefore, was retained in the bill 
by the committee, and was approved 
by the House. 

The House, however, and in fact 
the State Department, had not reck- 
oned with Viscount Chinda, who 
found the ‘provision totally unac- 
ceptable. One of the Ambassador's 
objections was to the lumping of 
Japanese and Hindus in the same 
sentence. It was hu to 
Japanese, he contended, to de 
classed with Hindus. The Senate 
committee sought to remove the 
ground for the Ambassador's objec- 
tion by proposing to phrase the ex- 
clusion provision thus:

The words ‘Hindus and’ had been 
inserted undoubtedly because some 
courts have held that Hindus can 
become eligible to become citizens by 
naturalization, so that said large 
class of oriental aliens originally in- 
tended to be covered by the provision 
excluding those who cannot so be- 
come eligible might possibly be held 
not to be included in the law. It will 
also be observed that the phrase- 
ology attached to these provisions to 
show that they have neither the 
Japanese’ nor the Chinese in mind 
has been improved and made abso- 
lutely inclusive.” 

Viscount Chinda, however, was not 
satisfied with the Senate committee's 
effort to meet his wishes. He com- 
plained, in effect, that Congress was 
seeking to exclude Japanese by a 
subterfuge.’ Congress pretended that 
the exclusion provision did not apply 
to Japanese, whereas the provision 
was inserted at the instance of Pa- 
cific Coast Senators and Representa- 
tives for the purpose of legalizing the 
existing process by which Japanese 
are excluded. 

The Ambassador was not con- 
vinced by the professed exemption of 


‘Japanese by the application of the 


exclusion provision only to persons 
not eligible to naturalization. He 


have been naturalized, the American 
courts, in every contested case, have 
refused to naturalize his country- 
men.

WE'D ALL HAVE 
TO GO TO WAR. 


Every California Man Legally 
Subject to Conscription. 


Out Remarkable Fact. 


— 


Anyone Who Refuses Call is 
Branded a Deserter. 


The remarkable and little-known 
fact that every able-bodied citizen of 
California, between the ages of 18 
and 45, is listed in Sacramento as 
a member of the reserve militia and 
can be called to arms by the Gov- 
ernor whether the citizen wishes it 
or not, and on penalty of being 
treated as a deserter, was set out last 

night by Maj. Andrew J. Copp dur- 
ing the course of an address on pre- 
paredness delivered before the En- 
gineers’ and Architects’ Club at the 
Hollenbeck Cafe. 

“Every year the County Super- 
visors are compelled by State law to 
forward a list of names of able- 
bodied men, between 18 and 45, to 
Sacramento,” Maj. Copp said. “Those 
men who already belong to the Na- 
tional Guard, and are formed in bat- 
talions and squadrons and batteries, 
are classed as the organized militia. 
The men not in such organizations 
are called reserve militia. 


PRACTICAL CONSCRIPTION. 


“A political statute of 1903 gives 
the Governor power, in case of war, 
to appoint officers to different coun- 
tles. These officers are ordered to 
pick so many men for service. They 
do so at their own discretion, choos- 


by them do not respond, these men 
are treated as deserters in time of 
war. This law makes it impossible 


resort to conscription if called upon 
by the Federal government to furnish 
a certain quota of volunteers. Of 
course, it amounts to conscription, 
but it is a systematic conscription. 

“In case war should come, this 
country would have three lines of 
defense. The first is the trained men, 


navy and Marine Corps. 

“The second line is the semi- 
trained men. To this class belongs 
the National Guard, perhaps the most 
American of all. There is not a 
State, city, town or hamlet in the 
country that does not boast of its 
National Guard organizatipn. But 
until the Spanish War the National 
Guard was practically useless. At 
that time each State ran its National 
Guard to suit itself. There were dif- 
ferent uniforms, different equipment 
and different ideas. It was as inef- 
ficient as a big transcontinental] rail- 


eight separately managed sections. 
“Following the Spanish War the 
National Guard was reorganized. A 
wise Attorney-General interpreted 
the new law pertaining to the Na- 
tional Guard so that when a man en- 
listed in that body he enlisted for 
war. This law declared the National 
Guard organized to maintain the laws 
of the United States, to repel inva- 
sion and to suppress § insurrection. 
The Attorney-General ruled that as 
Coneress declared war by law, the 
National Guard had the right to in- 
vade foreign territory to uphold this 


law. 

“When the Democrats came into 
power last election the new Attor- 
ney-General reversed this law, e- 
claring the National Guard could not 
go outside its own boundaries. As a 
result, if the National Guard were 
to go to war with Mexico, and did 
not volunteer, it could only wait on 
the border line with fixed bayonets, 
waiting for the enemy to come up 
and be stabbed. 

OUR UNTRAINED PROBLEM. 
“The third line of defense is the 
untrained men. This is our biggest 
problem. We have thought too 
much of personal liberty, and have 
forgotten our duty to our country. 
When the present apathy towards 
our country ts dispelled, and men 
learn what duty means, then pre- 
paredness will care for itself.” 

Capt. Charles T. Leeds, U.S.A. (re- 
tired) followed Maj. Copp. Capt. 
Leeds emphasized the necessity for 
the engineers of the country to be- 
come organized so that in case of 
war they might be of service to their 
country. He stated that, as this is 
the day of efficiency, the engineers 
must know what is expected of them.

CLOSES LONG LIFE. 


IN EARLY DAYS WAS A LARGE 
LAND OWNER HERE. 


Don Pedro Sepulveda, one of the 
last of the old Spanish dons of Cali- 
fornia, died Wednesday morning at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. J.

Resolutions favoring the consolli- 
dation of the two Los Angeles tele- 
phone systems, under the supervi- 
sion of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion, were yeste by the 
Finance Committee of the California 
Taxpayers’ League.

bids, and the city cannot pay to the 
county any money for cement bought 
and delivered for the construction of 
the municipal power plant on St. 
John street. This is the effect of a 
ruling handed down by Judge J. E. 
Barber of Shasta county, sitting in 
extra sessions court yesterday, in the 
injunction proceedings brought by 
the Riverside Portland Cement Com- 
pany against the Board of Public 
Service Commission.

Dredge 
in Harhor. 
with Few 
Plans to 
be

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, 


11.—The San Francisco Bridge Com- 
pany was the lowest bidder on the 
contract to dredge out silt deposits 
in the east basin channel from the 
Wilmington basin to the east line of 
the east basin. Bids opened yester- 
day will be forwarded to Washing- 
ton, where it is expected the con- 
tract to the San Francisco concern, 
which bid 5.34 cents per yard, will 
be awarded. 

The Standard American Dredging 
Company bid 5.87 cents per yard 
and the Los Angeles Dredging Com- 
pany 6.45 cents per yard. 

The channel will be dredged to the 
official depth of the project, which 
is twenty feet. The channel from 
the turning basin was also partly 
filled with silt, but no work will be 
done there as the city deepened the 
channel to thirty feet, but the gov- 
ernment does not this 
depth as official. 

About 600,000 yards will be re- 
moved. The government will let the 
contract for the work on account of 
lack of equipment to do the work 
with the government dredge San 
Pedro, which is now laid up in the 
| weet basin. 

Petitions were placed in circula- 
ition today, asking the City Council 
to call an election to vote upon a 
proposition to annex the district 
west of San Pedro extending from 
the northerly line of the McDonald 
ranch south to the ocean and west to 
the line of the Palos Verdes ranch.

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The 
big hydro-aeroplane with which J. 


C. MacCauley recently established 
several new cross-country records, 


was wrecked near Mount Vernon to- 


day with a probable loss of two 
lives and serious injuries to Mac- 
Cauley and two other persons 


aboard. The craft plunged 100 feet, 
into the Potomac, making three rev- 


olutions in its descent and collapsing 


as it struck the water. 


Loss of a propellor is believed to 
have been responsible for the acci- 


dent although neither MacCauley, 


who was piloting, nor his mechan- 
elan. Philip Utter, who were picked 
up from the water unconscious, was 
able tonight to tell exactly what 
happened. 

The fiying boat was en route from 
Washington to Newport News and 
was traveling at a high rate of speed. 
MacCauley, Utter and Mayo Dudley, 
a Washington newspaperman, the 
third man rescued from the wreck- 
age, were badly bruised and suffered 
from shock, but all of them are ex- 
pected to recover. Charles A. Good 
of Elyria, O., a student aviator, and 
Louis Krantz, a mechanician, the 
other two passengers, were missing 
when the tug John Miller came to 
the rescue, and it is believed they 
were drowned. 

The boat belonged to the Atlantic 
Aeronautica) Station at Newport 
News, in which MacCauley is an in- 
structor. 

Its wings measured 76% feet and 
it was built to carry seven persons. 
It was said to be the largest 
heavier-than-air machine ever con- 
structed on this side of the Atlantic 
and was of a type for which the 
Russian government is said to have 
placed 1 orders.

FORT IN DESENT.

Harold Bell Wright Protects Himself 
Against Possible Mexican Attack. 
Author Writes Novels Under 
Difficulties “When a 
Man’s a Man.”

POMONA, May 11.—Through fear 
of being kidnaped by Mexican ban- 
dits, made prisoner and held for ran- 
som, Harold Bell Wright, famous 
author of “The Winning of Barbara 
Worth“ and other popular novele, 
has fortified a hill thirty miles from 
El Paso, to protect his camp. 

Months ago the author sought out 
the wildest piece of country in lower 
New Mexico as the spot in which to 
write “When a Man's a Man,” oa 
western romance which win be the 
next of his books to be issued from 
the press. He chose a spot in the 
mountains thirty-two miles from El 

„ where there were no trails. 
He hired Mexicans to build a road 
to his camp, and now he fears that 
these same Mexicans may cause him 
to be taken prisoner and held for an 
immense sum of money. 

Word has been received here by 
Elsbery Reynolds of Relay Heights, 
who publishes the Wright books, 
that the author has fortified the 
hill with four long-range rifles and 
1000 rounds of ammunition. The 
fortification is perhaps the most 
novel that has ever been established 
in the West. It commands a view 
of the only trail by which invaders 
could make their way to camp, and 
it is believed that a band of 1000 
men could be stood off for days by 
the rifles concealed on a neighboring 
hilltop. 

Mr. Wright has been engaged for 
months in writing. During his stay 
in the camp he has killed twenty- 
six gila monsters and fifty-nine rat- 
tlers. The camp is located in a 
clump of Joshua cactus and sage- 
brush. It comprises several tents, 
one of which is occupied by the 
author and the other by his attend- 
ants, most of whom are Mexican la- 
borers.
